Special Service Plan 
For Hospital Care 
Effective January 1 


Former Pass Family 
Burned Out 
Of Home 


The dramatic story of '& British 
Columbia fire and rescue involv¬ 
ing two former residents of Blair- 
more and thtir family was told 
here Friday. 

Henry Revere of Deaton, B.C., 
near Revelstoke, and his young 
daughter, Sandra, sustained sec¬ 
ond and third degree burns this 
week when their home was com¬ 
pletely razed by fire. 

Mr. Revere was lighting a gas 
lamp when it exploded. Flames en¬ 
veloped the interior of the home 
in seconds and his clothes were 
ignited. iKe immediately ran from 
the building in an effort to extin¬ 
guish his flaming clothing. 

' His wife, Marian smashed a 
window and climbed to safety. A 
neighbor, Mrs. Landon then hand¬ 
ed two young children, Henry and 
a baby, out the window to her. 
Daughter Missing 

When all four gathered outside 
it was found that the other daugh¬ 
ter, Sandra, was missing. Mr. Re¬ 
vere. his clothes still aflame ran 
into the building and found the 
child crouched in a corner of a 
pantry. 

By this time his hands were sev¬ 
erely burned and he was unable tc 
reach safety except by falling part 
way through the window. He 
lowered the girl to the ground and 
lost consciousness. 

When he fainted, Mr. Revere 
fell over the sill of the broken 
window and was severely cut by 
a jagged glass. His wife and by¬ 
standers pulled him to safety- 
seconds before the roof of the 
house caved in. 

In Hospital 

Both Mr. Revere and his daugh¬ 
ter are in Revelstoke hospital. His 
clothes were completely burned off 
and he received burns to the head, 
face, shoulders, arms and hands. 

Doctors at first thought it would 
be necessary to amputate his 
thumbs, but decided against it. 
His condition is described as fair. 

Sandra has head and face burn; 
and will be hospitalized for about 


V. J. Horesji, secretary of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital, has announced that the hos¬ 
pital board has adopted the Spec¬ 
ial Service Plan in addition to 
the ward plan which now exists. 
This complete provincial munic¬ 
ipal hospitalization plan becomes 
effective January 1. In the past 
the ratepayers and contract hold¬ 
ers were hospitalized in a public 
ward at the cost of $1 per day with 
the remaining cost of $5.30 pet- 
day of the complete ward rate of 
$6.30, borne by the hospital dis¬ 
trict and the province on a fifty- 
fifty basis. In addition the patient 
was responsible for operating 
room, X-iays, drugs, medicines 
and laboratory tests, all of which 
; re classed as special services. 

January 1, 1956, the ratepayer 
and the contract holder will be 
charged a flat rate of only 60c a 
' day for special services so that the 
average patient will pay $1.60 per 
day for his hospital care. There 
will be certain exclusions such as 
cortisone, drugs and special treat¬ 
ments and the differential of a 
semi-private and private wards 
that the patient will have to pay. 
These are listed and specified by 
- the Department of Public Health. 
The remaining cost of the Special 
Services will again be assumed by 
the province and the hospital 
board except that it will be on a 
sixty-forty basis respectively. The 
rates are applicable tc In-Patients, 
only, that is, persons who are ac¬ 
tually hospitalized and the out¬ 
patients service will not be affect¬ 
ed. Out-patients who are rate¬ 
payers or contract holders will re¬ 
ceive a 40 per cent reduction Jan¬ 
uary i, instead of the present 35 
per cent. The 60 per cent will be 
. urr d by the hospital district. 

Mr. Horesji directs special no¬ 
tice to contract holders that by 
tuning the privilege of special 
services at 60c per day the cost of 
1 cun .r cts has been increased 
: »m ’he present cost of $8 per 
u) $i0. To maintain their 
• - hose who now have 

>ntrac ts should make every ef- 
i ; to renew their contracts on 
>: before the expiry date. All re¬ 
newals of contract to be effective 
immediately. New contracts to 
persons who did not have them 
during the year, or who have re¬ 
cently become residents of or who 
have recently moved to the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, will be sold at any time 
of the year but will be effective 
60 days after purchase. 

411 inclusive rates have been 
adapted by all hospitals in the 
province. The set rate for the lo¬ 
cal Crow’s Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital is $10.50 per day, the 
amount any person who has no 
coverage would be obligated to pay 
if hospitalization was necessary. 


The frame cedar building and 
its contents were completely de¬ 
stroyed and were not covered by 
insurance.

Antarctic explorers may find 
precious treasure troves 


(An official department of Sports College)

explorers on the first stage of a bid to open up the vast, 
unexplored Antarctic continent where great wealth may lie 
buried. 

They will face many months, of 
hardship, loneliness and danger, 
living in shacks in temperatures 
as much as 120 degrees below 
freezing. 

But the prizes may be tremens* 
dous — important new air routes 
over the base of the world, scien¬ 
tific discoveries, perhaps treasure 
troves of uranium, gold and other 
precious minerals. 

The enterprise, officially known 
as the Commonwealth Trans-Ant¬ 
arctic Expedition of 1955-58, is the 
most ambitious and scientifically- 
planned attempt yet made to ex¬ 
plore the south Polar continent. 

Its climax will come some time 
in March, 1958, when two parties 
-a British group and one from 
New Zealand led by the co-con¬ 
queror of Mount Everest, Sir Ed¬ 
mund Hillary—link up, having 
come from opposite directions. 

By that time, the explorers may, 
for all they know, have discovered 
a mountain higher than Everest. 

Vast stretches, almost as large 


Facts about passing 


Sports College has done consid¬ 
erable research on passing in the 
National Hockey League. One of 
the facts disclosed by this study 
was that in the average game, 
teams pass between 300 and 450 
times—and the closer a team is to 
the 450 mark, the more scoring 


scoring opportunity is lost, and 
many a goal is given to the op¬ 
position because the player does 
not look first in order to line up 
the pass. 

Make your pass quickly. Unless 
the play demands a slow pass, the' 
quicker the pass is made the more 
effective it will be, because it will 
give the defending player less timp 
to cover the receiver. 

One of the most common mis¬ 
takes is holding the pass until the 
passer gets too close to the check¬ 
er. This means that the pass is 
frequently intercepted or deflected 
by a stick or skate. It is better 
to make the pass a little too soon 
than too late. A good general rule 
to use when the pass is designed 
to beat a checker is to send the 
pass on its way when just out of 
checking distance—usually about 
five to six feet away. 


Only about 55 percent of the 
passes attempted in pro hockey 
are completed, this research show¬ 
ed. Most of those which went in¬ 
complete were messed up by ili¬ 
ac: i: ate passing, or by intercep¬ 
tions by the opposing team. 

In a low passing game—some¬ 
times going down as far as 125 
for a game—only about 4u percent 
ot the passes are completed. 

This study showed that the sec¬ 
ond-rate passer just can’t make | 
the grade in today’s high speed j 
game, unless he has developed 
other skills to an extraordinarily 
high degree. Consequently, we sug¬ 
gest that every player should con¬ 
centrate on ironing out the weak 
spots in his passing technique. 
Here are a few tips that will help. 

The first fundamental is relaxa¬ 
tion. The perfect passer is relaxed 
enough to be calm and calculating 
—he makes his passes smoothly, 
and because his relaxation keeps 
him from getting rushed and hec¬ 
tic, ho gets that puck exactly 
where it will do the most good. 
Make particularly certain that 
your arms and shoulders are loose 
and relaxed, since this will give 
you better control of your muscles. 

Most players can pass well to 
one side only. Test your passing 
technique both ways—and if you 


In 1957 and 1958, about 29 ex¬ 
peditions arc planned.

The ship will enter the ice dur¬ 
ing the first week of January, 
sailing alongside the towering ice 
cliffs of the Weddell Sea.

Farmers around the globe now 
grow one-quarter more rice than 
they did at the end of World War 
II, says the National Geographical 
Society. Asiatic paddy fields, com¬ 
prising more than 90 percent of all 
rice land, naturally yielded most of 
the glut. But new fields were open¬ 
ed and old ones improved in Aus¬ 
tralia, South America, and the 
United States. 

The United States alone doubled 
its rice crop in the last 10 years, 
becoming the third largest export¬ 
er. Farmers have improved irriga¬ 
tion systems to push-button per¬ 
fection. They fly airplanes over 
fields to broadcast seed. At harvest 
time they wheel in huge combines 
to thresh. With such mechanical 
aids, one farmer can manage 80 
acres of rice compared to the one 
or two acres handtilled by his 
Oriental counterpart. 

Large surplus 

Faced now with a large govern¬ 
ment-owned surplus and shrunken 
world demand, American rice pro¬ 
ducers look to home'palates for 
relief. 

Although Americans have main¬ 
tained a s.eady appetite for rice 
while cutting down on potatoes 
and bread, their per capita take 
j hasn’t exceeded 5.7 pounds in any 
year of the last decade. Since the 
average Louisianian puts away as 
much as 100 pounds a year it is 
evident that some mouths never 
savor more than an occasional rice 
pudding. 

Can people be induced to eat 
more of the fluffy white cereal ? 
Yes, say nutritionists, if more 
learn to copk it right. Many a 
housewife pours most of the 
| grain’s flavor and food value down 
the drain. Washing rice before 
cooking—a habit stemming from 
days when kernels were coated 
with talcum to make them ap¬ 
pealingly white—can remove 40 
percent of the thiamine, the anti¬ 
beriberi vitamin. Cooking it in 
more water than it can absorb and 
further rinsing and steaming it 
finally strip it bare of nutrients 
and taste. 

Nearly all of today’s packaged 
rice comes ready for the pot. Much 
of this clean rice has lost vitamins 
during milling. But more and more 
of a new kind is being sold which 
has 92 percent of its thiamine 
locked inside by a special parboil¬ 
ing process. 

This process, developed during 
World War II, is but one of sev¬ 
eral advances on the road to bet- 


Philatelics 'find' 
proven forgery 

A high school boy at Kerwood, 
near London, Ont., thought for a 
time he had come across a phila¬ 
telic treasure worth perhaps $10,- 
000. But when he obtained an ex¬ 
pert report, the item turned out 
a forgery. 

Donald F. Demary, the youthful 
stamp collector, was in possession 
ot an envelope bearing what ap¬ 
peared to be a provisional five- 
icnt stamp isuued by the post¬ 
master of New Haven, Conn., dur¬ 
ing a two-year period in the 19th 
century when U.S. postmasters, by 
law, could issue their own stamps. 

Genuine United States pro¬ 
visionals were issued by post¬ 
masters between 1845, when the 
U.S. Postal Act became effective, 
and 1847, when an act of Congress 
authorized adhesive postage 
stamps. Only six of these en¬ 
velopes are known to be in 
existence.

A steer has been “wired for sound” at a British research farm 
so that scientists can learn how to get more milk from cows and 
provide tender meat for the table. The steer wears a harness carrying 
light-weight recording equipment. This registers how many times a 
day a, grazing animal stretches its neck to fchew grass, how many 
times it lies down and stands up—and even the number of times it 
twitches its tail. The results are transmitted via micro-switches and 
show as a series of wavy lines on a constantly moving paper tape. 
This novel equipment was first used at the Grassland Research Insti¬ 
tute in Berkshire. Tests there enabled scientists to find out which 
grasses cattle liked best and, by recording how many mouthfuls
